THE  CAES  OF  THE  TEETH 

Ia  Jetkillaf  the  method  of  clesniug 
the  teeth,  the  dm  of  wutesia  preaappo*- 
ed.  &qd  water  klone.  Bat  some  person* 
find  that,  with  their  be»t  effort*,  thej 
cuo  not  keep  their  tfeib  perfeoUj  da»n 
Uj  tbe  uae  of  bniab  »tid  water  alone. 
We,  loo,  hav*  expvrienoeA  the  same 
difficulty.  Wbila  eotoriog  upon  tha 
•object  of  tooth-powders,  washes,  aud 
deotifrioea  generally,  it  behoove-*  a*  to 
•peak  with  emotion ,  for  we  feel  that  we 
are  treading  npoo  dangerous  ground. 
Bo  many  of  these  things  sold  iu  tbe 
shops  under  oue  nr  tbe  other  of  these 
names,  wbiteu  the  teeth  only  te  destroy 
them  in  the  end,  owing  to  the  presence 
of  some  free  acid  iu  their  composition, 
that  we  almost  feel  that  tbe  beat  advice 
we  can  give  onr  readers  in  relation  to 
them  is  to  avoid  them  allege  tiler. 

Some  persous  tell  ns  that  they  get 
their  teeth  well  cleaned  once  a  year;  that 
is,  in  strawberry-time.  This  to  our 
mind,  demonstrates  two  things  very  con¬ 
clusively.  The  one  ia,  (hat  if  man  lived 
upon  the  food  uature  intended  he  should 
ettt,  the  same  aa  the  lower  animals  do, 
bis  teeth  would  be  kept  as  clean,  and 
would  resist  decay  a*  well  se  theirs. 
Tbe  other  is.  that  a  little  acid  of  tbe 
right  kind  ia  of  advantage  in  cleaning 
the  teeth;  and  strawberries  and  o|t>er 
acid  aud  sab-acid  tinita  seem  to  contain 
tbe  right  kind  of  it,  in  jnst  tbe  right 
amount,  to  perfectly  dean  the  teeth  and 
beautify  them  without  doing  them  in¬ 
jury.  Where  it  is  neceasary,  then,  to 
use  a  tooth-powder  or  dentifrice  of 
some  kind,  use  only  that  of  whioh  the 
constituents  are  known  to  you;  or,  at 
least,  one  made  by  some  dentist  whom 
yon  have  confidence  in,-  and  whom  yon 
kuow  to  be  a  reliable  man.  Borne  use 
charcoal  as  a  dentifrice,  and  only  this. 
We  have  sometimes  used  it  ourselves. 
If  from  some  circumstance,  as  in  travel¬ 
ing  or  the  like,  tbe  proper  cleaning  of 
our  teeth  has  been  for  some  days  neg¬ 
lected,  or  imperfectly  done,  aud  tbe 
enemy  has  been  allowed  to  get  abend  of 
us,  we  Lave  found  nothing  better  to  re¬ 
store  things  to  tbfeir  pristine  condition 
thnu  charcoal.  It  is  also,  on  account 
of  its  uutiseptlo  properties,  good  to  nse 
where  decay  already  exists,  sweetening 
the  breath  where  it  has  become  foul 
from  this  cause.  The  Charcoal  should 
be  grouud  to  an  impalpable  powder, 
such  as  you  buy  i»  the  drug-stores. 
But  even  then  it  is  somewhat  gritty, 
and  if  used  often,  has  a  teuJenqy  to  out 
the  gums  loose  from  tbe  teeth.  .  It 
should,  therefore,  be  used  very  sparing¬ 
ly,  aud  only  at  long  intervals.  Being  a 
black,  finally  substance  aa  it  is.  we  dis¬ 
like  to  have  it' about  onr  washstund  or 
toilet- table.  In  applying  powfler  of  any 
k  ud  to  the  teeth,  a  little  should  be 
is  ary,  nau  IB*  ItillUii  ItTTl,  sqa  W|i|imM 
So  tbe  teeth  in  the  manner  indicated 
shove  for  the  application  of  the  brash 
slone.  If  tbe  brush  be  first  wetted,  and 
tbe  bristles  thus  made  soft,  the  applica¬ 
tion  of  thte  powder  will  not  be  so  affec¬ 
tive.  The  bristles  will  be  softoned  all 
too  soon  by  tbe  action  of  tbo  saliva,  per¬ 
haps  before  the  operation  is  concluded. 

A,l’itle  fine  soap  is  a  good  thiDg  to 
use  ou  the  teeth  occasionally,  say  onoe  a 
week.  When  a  small  portion  of  tartar 
taken  from  tbe  teeth  is  put  nndei  a  mi¬ 
croscope,  it  is  found  to  contain  many  of 
the  bodies  of  a  certain  animalcule.  The 
alkali  of  the  soap  will  destroy  these.'  A 
soda  soap  i^bonld  be  nsed%  ss  a  soao 
made  with  potash  will  be  found  te  be 
muob  too  caustic,  and  will  be  likely  to 
take  the  skin  off  the  inside  of  tbe  month. 
There  are  numerous  tooth  noaps  in  the 
market,  sold  at  high  prices  for  the  quan¬ 
tity  given.  .  It  is  not  expentdre,  how¬ 
ever.  for  it  takes  so  little  to  do.  But 
the  best  soap  to  nse  on  the  teeth  is  pure 
white  castile  soap,  made  of  olive  oil  and 
soda;  uncolored  and  onperfnmed.  This 
yon  can  bay  for  twenty -five  cents  a 
pound,  and  a  pound,  or  even  half  a 
pound,  of  it  will  laat  you  a  lifetime,  if 
used  for  tbis  purpose  alone.,  This  soap 
is  ulao  the  beat  that  can  be  nsAd  for  all 
other  purposes  of  the  toilet  except  for 
ttpri  of  sharing. 

Ndw,  to  those  of  you  who  have  never 
given  any  care  to  the  preservation  of 
your  teeth,  and  who  have  most  likely  a 
mouth  full- of  unclean  and  deoayed  or 
decaying  teeth,  and  who  have  suffered, 
pm  hxpe  still  suffer,  untold  miseries  from 
the  tootbaeba,  we1  say,  this  state  of 
things  should  not  be  allowed  to  con¬ 
tinue.  And  it  need  not  continue;  yon 
need  never  again  have  the  toothache 
after  to-day  if  yo  wfil  but  do  as  we  tell 
yon.  If,  then,  by  the  reading  of  Ibis 
article  yon  may  be  indneed  to  try  the 
experiment,  we  will  tell  yon  how  to  pro¬ 
ceed. 

First  and  foremost,  go  to  a  good  den¬ 
tist  and  havo  him  examine  yonr  teeth, 
and  have  all  the  aching  and  badly  de¬ 
cayed  ones,  all  that  are  t66  far  gone  to 
save  by  filling  or  any  other  means,  ex¬ 
tracted  at  onoe,  right  on  the  spot  This 
operation,  tooth-palling  we  mean,  is  one 
the  severity  of  which  sometimes  more 
than  meet*  the  expectation  of  the  iadi- 
vidaoL  But  luckily,  all  sargioal  opera¬ 
tions  are  now  rendered  painless  by  tbe 
nse  of  Romithetica.  Chloroform  bo* 
be«n  used  in  extracting  teeth,  bat  its 
administration  is  not  unattended  with 
dsngtr.  We  have  however,  in  nihroos 
oxide  an  amesthetic  whiob  auswere  ad¬ 
mirably  tbe  purpose,  and  one  that  is  en¬ 
tirely  safe.  Take  nitrous  oxide,  then, 
and  have  alt  tbe  sources  of  pain  and 
trouble  removed,  and  be  done  with 
them.  We  Wonld  not  have  an  old  snag, 
liable  to  ache  at  any  time,  in  our  month 
for  a  email  fortune.  A  man  can  not  en¬ 
joy  life  with  tho  toothache  if  he  have  a 
million  of  dollars.  Return  to  yonr  den¬ 
tist  after  the  lapse  otf  a  few  days;  that 
is,  after  all  bleeding  from  the  gams,  and 
all  soreness  of  tbs  mouth  has  departed, 
and  have  tbe  remaining  teeth  thorough¬ 
ly  cleaned,  with  a  view  to  the  filling  of 
all  those  that  are  slightly  decayed  and 
■’till  worth  an  effort  to  save.  Until  this 
is  done,  you  can  not  tell  how  maay  of 
yonr  teeth  may  want  filling;  *uovered 
over  as  they  b*V6  been  bj^artar,  it  is 
only  upon  itm  removal  thak^t  the  cavi¬ 
ties  wifi  be  broogbt  into  view.  Have 
now  all  cavities  ia  tarn  well  cleaned  ont, 
every  partiele  of  dead  bone  removed, 
and  then  fitted  with  gold,  where  it  is 
possible  to  use  that  metal,  for  it  is  a  long 
ways  vaperier  to  all  other  metal*  iu  ex 
chaageabls  value.  A  gold  filling,  how¬ 
ever,  require*  muob  pressure  to  pack  it 
properly,  ben  tv  none  bat  a  tooth  toler¬ 
ably  sound  will  be  ab^e  to  roust  this. 
Where  a  tooth  ia  much  decayed,  per- 
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
